PITTSBURGH, July 25. _ At 


least 30 persons are dead and more 
than 200 injured, many of the lat- 


believea fatally burned, as the 
lit. of a disastrous fire which 


destroyed the Little Sisters of the 
Poor Home tor the aged here late 
last night. 


The death toll was expected to 


mount throughout the day. 


BdlpItltfS- were filling rapidly 


wiin tue injureu etuly'today. Emer- 
gency physicians "aha nurses were 
called out In an attempt to save 
the lives of "the injured. 
; Most of the inmates who perish- 
ed, many crippled and all far along 
in years, were trapped in their 
beds or in the chapel of .the insti- 
tution' wh'ere they^ had herded to- 
gether.

Six alarmVtvere sounded in rapid 


succession, bringing every available 
piece of fire apparatus to 
the 


scene. 


Volunteer rescue workers reach- 


ed the scene before "firemen re- 
sponded to the first alarm. The 
first fire companies to arrive found 
gates to the yard of the home, en- 
clpigeif Jbyian^eAght-foot;:~hricjt; wall,. 
iod doors to the institution locked. 


Nearby residents were making 


heroic rescues of aged men and 
women when the firemen arrived. 
These rescue workers already had 
scaled the wall and were dragging 
trapped inmates out of windows 
and down a fire escape leading 
from the center of the building-. 


Firemen battered down the lock- 


ed: doors and the rescue workers 
streamed in, they were horrified 
at the spectacle confronting them. 


Old men and women, kneeling in 


prayer and clutching rosarjr beads, 
waited hopelessly for death. 


Many were lifted to their feet 


and dragged to safety. Through 
the smoke filled corridors of the 
first floor. 


A little band of "nuns, not more 


than ten in number, endeavored to 
lead 40 or 50 men and women to 
safety. Many of these escaped. At 
least one of the irons perished while 
trying to rescue yery aged charges. 


The home housed approximately 


250 inmates and about 20 nuns. It 
Consisted of a four story brick and 


building, with a dining hall 


chapel on the first floor and men's 
and women's dormitories on the 
upper floors. Tbe home was lo- 
cated at North Aiken and Penn 
avenues, in the west e>d section of 
Pittsburgh. 


Ambulances, police patrols and 


private cars rushed the injured to 
four Pittsburgh hospitals — West 
Pcnn. St. Francis, Pittsburgh and! 
Homeopathic.

PITTSBURGH, July 25.— 


Relative* of those who per- 
i.nhed in the Little Sisters of 
the Poor home for aged dis- 
aster are believed to be scat- 
tered in all parts of the Unit- 
ed States. 


- Coroner W. J. MacGregor, 
who has taken charge of the 
Investigation, today asked In- 
ternational News Service to 
request that all persons who 
think they may have lost 
members of their families-in 
the disaster come to Pitts- 
burgh at once and visit the 
morgue in 
an attempt to 


identify the dead. 


The morgue presented a 


pitiful sight early this morn- 
ing. 


Crowds of weeping men and 


•women gathered at front and 
rear entrances. Hope and fear 
mingled in their breasts. The 
crowds were kept in check, by 
a hastily assembled police de- 
tail. 


Deputy coroners said most 
of the dead apparently had 


been trapped before they re- 
tired lor the night. All were 
fully clothed. Suffication was 
believed to have been the 
cause of many of the deaths.

onstrated over a long period of 
years by the Experiment Station 
and the Agricultural Colleges. 


It is certainly a mistake to try 


to draw conclusions of an indivi- 
dual experience in an off type sea- 
son when the reduction in the cost 
per bushel has been so effectively 
augmented through the wise utili- 


zation of adapted fertilizer formu- 
laes.
